Whether the producer is truck¬ 
ing on his own behalf, employs 
a truekei or has his hogs shipp 
ed by rail, lie is primarily inter¬ 
ested in preventive measures, 
such as the discarding of stick 
and prods in driving hogs, tho 
use of properly constructed par¬ 
titions in truck and car, care¬ 
ful unloading, segregation of 
fighting hogs and other logical 
precaution., which immediately 
suggest themselves to anyone 
who has experience with easily 
bruised live stock. These meas 
ures arc all inexpensive and 
i;»*rTc practical. The united, su¬ 
stained effort ol all parties 
concerned, farmer, drover, ship¬ 
per, carrier, commission man. 
and packer employee would salvo 
the problem almost overnight. 
The elimination of briuse." or 
hog., would mean more profit:; 
to tho industry.
